Facility Description
CYTEC Industries is a global, research-based specialty chemical company. The company operates a multi-
product, multi-process chemical plant at Willow Island, WV. Plant operations are divided into the
following two manufacturing units and one support services unit: Surfactants (Part 1 of 3), Polymer
Additives (Part 2 of 3), and Site Services (Part 3 of 3).

The Polymer Additives Manufacturing Unit (Part 2 of 3) manufactures ultraviolet light absorbers,
antioxidants and anti-static agents. The light absorbers are used in all types of plastics (bottles, telephones,
lawn furniture, auto parts), in coatings, and in sunscreens. Antioxidants are used in man-made fibers,
rubber products, plastics, and in medical applications. Anti-static agents are used in the electronics
industry, in copy machine toner, and in textile applications.
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This modification incorporates the changes approved under R13-2156X to update the Polymer Additives
manufacturing unit during the second half of 2015 per semiannual reporting requirement of Section 4.5.4.
This modification adds the new Product/Process Area UHX-2000 and UHX-3000 to its Polymer Additives
manufacturing business within Building 82, which utilizes existing process equipment.

Emissions Summary
There is no change in potential emissions associated with this minor modification (MMOL1).

Title V Program Applicability Basis

With the proposed changes associated with this modification, this facility maintains the potential to emit
over 100 tons per year of criteria pollutants, over 10 tons per year of a single hazardous air pollutant
(HAP), and over 25 tons per year of aggregate hazardous air pollutants (HAPs). Due to this facility's
potential to emit over 100 tons per year of criteria pollutants, over 10 tons per year of a single hazardous air
pollutant (HAP), and over 25 tons per year of aggregate hazardous air pollutants (HAPs), CYTEC
Industries, Inc. is required to have an operating permit pursuant to Title V of the Federal Clean Air Act as
amended and 45CSR30.

Legal and Factual Basis for Permit Conditions
The State and Federally-enforceable conditions of the Title VV Operating Permits are based upon the
requirements of the State of West Virginia Operating Permit Rule 45CSR30 for the purposes of Title V of

the Federal Clean Air Act and the underlying applicable requirements in other state and federal rules.

The modification to this facility has been found to be subject to the following applicable rules:

Federal and State: 45CSR7 Particulate matter and opacity limits for
manufacturing sources.
45CSR13 Preconstruction permits for minor sources.
45CSR30 Operating permit requirement.
State Only: None

Each State and Federally-enforceable condition of the Title VV Operating Permit references the specific relevant
requirements of 45CSR30 or the applicable requirement upon which it is based. Any condition of the Title V permit
that is enforceable by the State but is not Federally-enforceable is identified in the Title V permit as such.
